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Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140

Claims 1-10, 36-47 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 

double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-25 of U.S. Patent No. 6,452,247. 

Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 

each other because the integrated circuit comprising an inductive element arranged on 

the substrate in a manner that the dielectric and the conductive layer varies in Z- 

direction as claimed in this application which is considered as the same as the 

integrated circuit comprising an inductive element arranged in a serpentine pattern 

comprising at least two rows, the conductive layer having upper segments and lower 

segments, the upper segments being longer than the lower segments as claimed in the 



patent. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-4, 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Stacey. 

See Stacey, figs. 1-6 and text on col. 2-3, particularly fig. 5D shows the claimed 
integrated circuit comprising an inductive element (col. 1, lines 11-30) formed by 
forming a first dielectric layer 16 in a manner that varied in the Z-dimension; and forming 
a first conductive layer 24 over the first dielectric layer 16, the first conductive layer 24 
also varying in the Z-dimension, the first conductive layer 24 having length and a width, 
the length being substantially greater than the width, the first conductive layer 24 being 
arranged in a substantially straight line along the X-dimension, and the first conductive 
layer 24 comprising upper segments and lower segment, the upper segments being 
longer than the lower segments. 

With respect to claims 2-4, the first dielectric 16 is arranged in a stepped, 
undulating manner, and in a manner that alternates between trenches and pedestals. 

With respect to claim 7, see col. 3, lines 7-8.
